< XL^Tempost on tlio ITilo, Btit No .Lives 
Lost as Tot, 

(Loiuloii lllolc. I 

A week ago last Siiiunl.'i}- His Ili^'Iiiiosa 
I'l'incc Kiainil Pa.sliit, a liiot CDUsiii of tlie 
Khedive, dined :\l the t:il)lo d'linfe of 
.Slioppord'rt Hotel. His I lii,'lnu'SM \vm the 
guest of llio liai'oi! aiul ilaruiir.ss Ji M - . 
As a_ matter of couiso tho Egyiitiau I'riiice 
. woTO Ilia ifez during the diniior. At tlic 
• samo^tiiBlo wore seated a party of English 
ladies and gentlcincii well known in 
London sucietj', aiul witli them sat an 
oflicer of the (Ireiiadicr (luarils. .\ friend 
of the English ollicor had adujiU d a fez as a 
head-dress, much to the anuisunioiit of hi.s 
friends, among whom tlio guardsman tried 
tlie moat to dissuade liim from weiring :'. 
head-covering which is not liabitnally 
worn by the belter class of foreignors in 
Egypt, unless tliey are in the (iovornnient 
service. During the dinner the gentle- 
nian'a fez was sent to the guardsman by a 
mutual frioud, for the s.ake of causing a 
little amusement. Upon receiving it a 
lady, who sat next the English oflicor, 
suggested that for fun it should bo filled 
with or.ange peel and salad leaves and re- 
turned as an extemporized jialr. This 
was done. It is here necessary to c.x[)Iain 
that the MuBsulmcn regard the fe?. as al- 
inost''a sacred object. Tlie fez of a de- 
ceased person is always boriio at the place 
•of honor at the Moslem funerals, and to 
knock oil' an Egyptian fez is the direst af- 
front that can bo odured. Immediately 
after dinner the liaruii do I\[ — sent his 
card to the guardsiiian demanding an 
"apology, or the alternative," for having, 
by his trilling with a fez, i,'ratuitously and 
publicly insulted His Highness Prince 
Kiamil Pasha while His Highness was his 
(Baron do M — 's) guest. The guardsman 
at once tendered a full and am[)leapoloi^}', 
stating that lie had im inteatinn of givinj,' 
ofl'enco to any one, and that the foz epi- 
sode Wiis merely a little bit of friendly 
amusement, aim had no reforrenco wliat- 
ever to His Highnens Prince Kiamil Pa- 
sha or to Baron do i\[ — . Tliis apology 
was accepted. The same evening there 
was a ball at the ojx-viu During this ball 
the Baron d'Atzol, an Austrian nublc- 
man and friend of Baron du M — , and 
wlio, Willi the Baroness d'At/.el, had also 
been present at the table d'hote during 
the fez episode — addressed the British 
guardsman, in fieinian, and afterward 
in French, neither of which language the 
guardsman understands, called him, "la- 
che and poltroon" for having tendered an 
apology to Baron 'do M—. Tlic Baron 
d Atzel, after a moment's delay, wont to 
the box of Sir Edward Malet, and inform- 
ed Her JVLajesty's representative that ho 
had publicly proclaimed Mr. , an oflicer 
of the Queen's fJ-uards, to be a "lacho and 
a poltron." "Kir Edward told tlio guanls- 
inan not to take any further steps in tlio 
matter, but to leave it to him (Sir Edward) 
to armtige. A Court of Honor was then 
assembled. Among the members of this 
court were Sir Edward Malet, Sir Auck- 
land Colvin, Lieutenant tiencial Sir Fre- 
derick Goldsmid, tJeiieral Stone, Count 
Esterhazy. Count Dellc Sala. There is 
ais old saying that where there is a coun- 
cil of war there will bo no lighting, and 
this maxim proved true in the iirescnt 
case. During the session of the "Court 
of Honor," luiwovor, the guardsman, ae- 
companied by a friend, cnturod the din- 
ing room of the Khcdival Club. The 
Baron d'Atzol, who was scaled at a table, 
as soon as he saw the two Englislimeii en- 
ter the room, said in a loud tone of voice 
tC' the ^raite^: "Do you allow a man who 
has been publicly proclaimed a lache and 
a poltroon to ait in the dinin<; room nf 
this clnb? It seems to me tliat all Ein,'- 
lishmca in Oairo are not in the habit I'f 
resenting insults." The ^'uardsnian re- 
plied that, "However glad he might be to 
horsewhip the Baron d'.Atzel, he coiilil 
not do ao, as his atl'airs were bein;,' ar- 
ranged by a Court of Honor, and tliat lie 
was consequently not free tn put liis wish 
into execution." Tiie two English urii- 
tleincn then withdrew. Shortly after the 
;_;uardsman, accompanied by Mr. A. Oli- 
phant, an Englishman, and Knight nf the 
Ijodger, then entered the club, when Mr. 
Oliphant walked up to Haron d'.Vtzel and 
asked him whether it was true that ho 
had made use of the term "cnwanl" in 
reference to Englisinnen in geiu'ral. The. 
reply was, "Yes," whereupon Mr. Oli- 
phant strudlc Baton d'Atzcl with his list. 
Th'o B.arori d'Atzcl's two friends, liaron 

du IM and Mr. Smart, at once waited 

upon Mr. Oliphant to arrani,'e a inectiiiL;. 
iNIr. Olipliant declined to light a duel, ljut 
added that ho would horsewhi[) l!ari)n 
d'Atzcl should ho be .again insulted ly 
him. Here the matter stands for the 
present. In the meantime, llie uiifurtu- 
nato incident of the "desecration cif the 
foz" has been made the most of by ill-di.s- 
posed Europeans to make the Egyi)tians 
believe th.at a British ofticer had wantonly 
insulted .one! of.tho. clicrishod ceremonial 
institutions ' of • th'oir country. On tlie 
other hand, 1 Icrrn that the Khedive has 
eomnianded his cn'isin, Princu Kiamil 
Pasha, to e.xei t all I.i.i iiiiliu'nco to pro- 
vent any meeting or any further scandal 
arising from the matter. The second im- 
pending duel to which 1 alluded in the 
cblia'ni'difieinent of this letter is one be- 
tween M. do Bligniorcs, the Frencb. Cou- 
troUer-Goncral, and M. Anstlyn, ihu 
Consul-Gencr.al of Denmark. The pnint 
of dispute hero was whether the latter 
yraa fully qualified to receive the decor- 
ation of the Legion of Etonor.

The iron steamship purchased in Lon- 
don a few months ago by Capt. Moyer 
and Engineer Madigan for'Warren & Co. 
arrived yesterday afternoon in TSJ d.ays 
running time and SI;' daj-a from the date 
of leaving Liverpool . As soon as she was 
reported coming into the harbor a large 
concourse of people assembled on Turner, 
Beaton & Co.'s wharf to welcome the now 
arrival. The beautiful yacht-liko model 
of the ship was the admiration of every 
visitor. She was built in Greenock in 
18G9 and her dimensions aro, length over 
all l78 feet, beam 20 feet,, depth of hold 
IVr^ feet. Her engines aro direct com- 
pound acting, diameter of cylinders 25.', 
and 44 inches I'capeotively -vith liO inch 
stroke. Indicated Iiorso power 500, speed 
with liO lbs. steam 11 knots per liour. 
Hoiler.s aro tubular and (;ap.able of gener- 
ating a very large amount of aloani. She 
is constructed with five iron bulkheads 
and six watertight compartments, and her 
carrying capacity is ,540 tons dead weight. 
As slio was built expressly for freight 
trade, lier passenger accomodations are 
limited; but a deckhouse can easily bo 
constructed wliich will constitato her an 
oxeelloiit ;ind [larticuhirly safe passenger 
ship. All modern improvements for 
handling freight are on board. She brings 
120 tons freight to the following con- 
signees: Rfoore & Co., Turner, Beoton & 
Co., Henry Saunders, Findlay, Durham 
& Brodie, R. W. Fawcett, and U.Baines. 
Uov crew on tiio trip out consisted of It) 
otllccrs and men.

With tho exception of a trip to 
California in 18U,S he never left the mines.

' The Ne-w Bill to Provide for the P11I3- 
lic'Safoty. 

In the Commons on tho 5th inst., on 
I motion for the third reading of the bill 
! to consolidate the acts lospoctiii" the in- 
I spection of steamboats, Mr. Girouard 
(Jacques Cartier) movcd.that the bill.be 
I recommitted'^ iii order to substitute for 
: clause 55 a clause providing that if any 
i steamboat master should knowingly carry 
on his steamer a greater number of pas- 
, .seiigors than that provided by his certifi- 
cate ho should be guilty of a misdemean- 
or, and on conviction should bo liable to 
\ imprisonment in penitentiary for not 
more than two years, or to a fino not to 
exceed §500, or to lioth fino and impris- 
onment- 
Sir Albert Smith regarded tho permis- 
sion of overcrowding a high crime, which 
slionld bo punished severely. 

Mr. Camoron (Victoria) suggested that 
the clauao should be so chan^d as to 
make tho ofiicer in charge of the boat lia- 
ble to tho punishment. This would 
cover a ease wlici'ctho captain was. absent. 

Mr. (iiroiiard s.aid ho wonld accept the 
change. The clause, if carried, would 
meet such a ciuse as that which unfortu- 
nately occui red in London last Queen's 
birthday. 

Ill committee the bill was aniendecT in 
the maiinQr juoiiosed. It was also pro- 
vided that in tho case of overcrowding 
without the imniediato knowledge of the 
captain or person in charge, tho said par- 
ties should be liable to punishment. 

Mr. Girouard moved that the bill be 
recommitted with instructions to add a 
clause providing that any person in 
charge of a steamer carrying passengers 
who allowed tho steamer to race with any 
other vessel, so as to endanger tho lives 
of (lassengers, should bo subject on con- 
viction to the puniahmoiit which was 
mentioned in the preceding clau.so. 

iMr. McCallum urged that thoy should 
be careful lest they injured shipping in- 
terests by too excessive restrictions. 

Mr. McLelan said that tho matter had 
been considered, but they thought the 
provision with respect to the locking up 
of the safely valve away from tho en- 
gineer would meet the object in view. 

Mr. Bunster jirotestcd against such 
legislation .as calculated to work preju- 
dicially to enterpriso with respect to 
speed of vessels on tho part of British I 
Columbians. 

Mr. SfaeDougall retnarkod that of- 
ficers miglit*'get at tho safety valve, and 
as this was possible, it was well to in- | 
cludo such a provision. 

Mr. McCallum saw no danger from 
lacing under the safety valve regulation. 

Mr. McLennan remarked that the pres- 
sure of steam allowed depended on the 
strength. and capacity of the boiler, and if 
this was niado strong enough, unlimited 
racing could be indulged in under the 
proAisioiis of tho bill. It w.as well to 
place all possible safeguards about tho 
carri.ago of passengers on vessels. 

The amendment was declared lost on 
division. 

Mr. McCallum pointed out that tho 
bill provided that all boilers and machine- 
ry at present in steamboats should bo, on 
tho coming in force of tho Act, considered 
as having been made after the Aet came in 
force. 'This would necessatiate the throw- 
ing out of all the old boilers and machin- 
ery. He introduced an amendment strik- 
ing out this provision. 

Mr. McLolan accepted the amendment, 
and the clause was eliminated. 

Mr. McCuaig moved the recomittal of 
the bill, in order that it might be amend- 
ed providing that the inspection of hulls 
should be separate form tho inspection 
of steamers, and tho hull inspectors should 
be obliged to jiass a proper examination. 

Mr. SlcCalluni oppesedjthc propoBition. 

Mr. McLelan remarked that everyhing 
for which tho Hon. Gontlcm.an contended 
was contained in the bill. 

Tho motion was lost, and the bill "as 
read a third time.

STAATLZlTa OOSTZ'SSSXOIT. 

An Agent of the Commune says tho 
Prince Imperial -oras Amhushed 
in Zulnland. 

Sax Fi!.\xcisco, Miiy 3. — Shortly 
after tho announcement of the death of 
the Prince Imperial in Zululand, Phil- 
ippe Berro came to America and visit- 
ed this city, -where ho had relations. 
He was sutlering from a pulmonary 
complaint, and was sent to the hospital, 
where iie died, recently. Before his 
death IJerro made a startling confes- 
sion to his jihysicinii in attendance. 
It was to tho otrect lhat the Prince Im- 
perial was not slain by the Zulus in 
Africa, but iiiuidored by agents of the 
Commune, who accompanied him to 
Zululand for that, purpose. After the 
funeral tho physician told the story to 
a reporter of the Chronicle, which in 
brief is as follows: — Young Cerre was 
an active iiieinber of tho Paris Com- 
mune, the members of wliich were of opi- 
nion that the petted Prince of Corsican 
decent would encompass the ruin of 
France on his return from Zululand. 
What foUowa is from the lips of the 
self-confessed murderer: — 

"The Piepublic must live or tlie 
Prince must die. We decided that the 
Republic must live. At the meeting 
of the Communists which rendered the 
verdict there were representatives from 
the four great and patriotic cities of 
France, and two Russian lovers of lib- 
erty, who, lilce our.selves, were exiles 
in England. When lots were drawn to 
decide on whom should fall the duty of 
saving the Republic, 1 was chosen for 
the post of honor, as it was called, and 
next day I started for Port i^atal, in 
Africa, with throe tried nseociates." 

Berre personated an artist in search 
of the sensational. Toniielot and Val- 
ousky went to Durban with the Coni- 
tnisaary Departiiu'iit of Lord (.'helms- 
ford's comiuand, and the other as.soci- 
ate, wlio is yet alive, joined a company 
of horse. Several plans wore decided 
on to carry out their murderous de- 
signs, but all misscarried. The confes- 
sion continues: 

"At last tlu! eventful day arrived. 
Lieutenant Carey made ii recoiinoi.sauce 
with the Pniice Imperial a littie dist- 
ance from the camp. It was inerclj a 
pleasure trip. In the meantime we 
had enlisted a KafSr camp follower 
who had been punished by Carey, and, 
under pretext lhat we desired to kill 
the Lieutenant, he joined us, ami we 
went into ambush at a jioint near 
where tho royal party would halt for 
dinner. They arrived in due season 
and ofT-faddled near a few ruined huts. 
Wo advanced with great caution till 
within thirty yards of the unsusjieeting 
party. At last the moment for action 
canie. Carey caught the horse in tho 
meclu! gra.ss and mounted, and the 
troopers atood ready for the order to 
mount. A moment more and they 
would have been in the saddle, when 
the Kaftir, seeing Carey turn his horse's 
Iioad toward the ravine beyond the 
kraal, rose in the grass, with a savage 
exclamation of hatred, and levelled his 
rifle. Tlie noise attracted the party's 
attention, and turning around they saw 
the black face of the scout. The crack 
of the XafTir's rifle followed the unex- 
pected apparition and thoroughly de- 
moralized the jiarty. Tliinking that 
tlioy had fallen into a strong Zulu am- 
bush, every man considered only his 
own safety, Carey clapped spurs into 
his horse and dashed into the ravine, 
followed by another bullet from tlie Ka- 
llir's rifle. Several of the troopers, 
who had got only one foot in the stir 
rup, clung to tiic pommels of their 
saddles. One of the troopers failed to 
catch his horse, and the Prince, after 
hanging for a few momenta to the 
holster of his saddle, fell back exhaust- 
ed and was trampled by his horse. 

"The Prince struggled to his feet, 
but a blow from the butt of Toiiiilett's 
pistol felled the poor lad to the earth, 
and we dispatched iiim with one of the 
Kafiir's assegais. Tonnlett was for 
scarring the corpse after the manner of 
the Zulus, but 1 forbade such a pro- 
ceeding, and merely stripped the body. 
Then closing the unhaj>py boy's eyes, 
and crossing his arms on his breast, we 
hastened away, and on tlie journey back 
to camp scattered his clothes and wea- 
pons through the grass." 

The confession enters into the details 
of the tragedy, closing with the state 
nicnt than both Tonnelclt and Valous- 
ky perisiied at Isandula, and two 
months after the death of the Prince, 
Berre's other a.ssociate and liim.self re- 
turned to England.
